It had been believed that the charges 
against the secretary would prove so indefi- 
nite as to convince the people that there was 
mo justification for the controversy which 
Gifford Pinchot had precipitated by his pol- 
icy and resignation. The evidence given by 
Louis R. Giavis, former special agent of the 
land office, to the joint committee of the 
senate and house, however, has furnished 
some precise allegations, and others are to 
be made by Mr. Pinchot when he goes on 
the witness stand this week. 

Before the investigation began Secretary 
Ballinger decided that an attorney was un- 
necessary.

Property Owners Line Up for 
Battle Against Extension 
of “L” Platforms; Call 

Plan Bad. 


UP TO COUNCIL TONIGHT,

Through Routing the Real Rem- 
edy for Traffic Delays, : De- 
clare Engineers After 
Long Study. 


A lively “setto” between methbers of 
the Chicago Association of Cotomerce and 
representatives of the elevated railroads, on 
the one hand, and the Loop Protective asso- 
ciation and downtown property owners, on 
the other hand, will be staged before the 
city council tonight. It will be on the propo- 
sit ion of granting permission to the railroads 
for an extension of loop platforms. The mem- 
bers of the council will be placed bet ween two 
fires. 

The argument of the committee from the 
Association of Commerce already is in the 
hands of Mayor Busse and is supplemented 
by the petition of the elevated companies. 
It urges the extension of loop platforms asa 
remedy to overwhelming traffic congestion. 
It was sent to the mayor several days ago 
with the request that it be presented to the 
council tonight. 

The challenge being given, the property 
owners responded yesterday with opening 
shots in the form of statements issued by 
Adrian C. Honoré and Charles K. Mohier, an 
engineer, for the Loop Protective association. 
At the same time Attorney Clarence N. Good- 
win busied himself in preparing a counter- 
petition to the council which will bear the 
names of many of the largest property 
owners in the locp district. 


Honore Attacks Extension Plans. 

“A certain committee purporting to rep- 
resent the Association of Commerce is urg- 
ing this concession for extension of loop 
elevated platforms on the ground of public 
benefit,” said Mr. Honoré. “This commit- 
tee does not and is not authorized to repre- 
sent the opinion of the Association of Com- 
merce, there having been no official action 
of the essociation by ite membership on the 
subject, 

“Long before these men had made their 
report the Loop Protective association em- 
ployed the most competent consulting en- 
gineer it could find to makes thorough and 
scientific investigation of the whole loop 


sufficient to take care of the number of trains 
attempted to be operated upon the loop. 

“The roads are new trying to operate 
around the loop all the trains from eleven 
double tracked railroads, one running to 
Evanston with a connecting line to the city 
of Milwaukee. 

Sees Only 1 Per Cent Gain. 

The absurdity of this mode of operation is 
apparent to all. Through the lengthening of 
the platforms, under the most favorable as- 
sumptions, the probabilities of increased 
capacity would not exceed 2 per cent, and 
under unfavorable conditions it would be re- 
duced to leas than one-half of 1 per cent, and 
under average usual conditions about 1 per 
cent. 

‘Bion J. Arnold, in making his first report 
in 1902, pointed out that the loop capacity 
could be doubled at any time without the ex- 
tension of the platforms by through routing 
the trains. 

o permit the elevated roads to more than 
double the length of their platforms and 
greatly to increase, if not double, the darken- 
ing effect of the structure, to the detriment 
of the public and to the damage of private 
property, without any corresponding advan- 
tage, must be considered a monstrous propo- 
gition.”’ 

Mohler Points “#bsurd Fallacy.” 

Engineer Mohler based his argument on a 
seven months’ investigation made for the 
Loop Protective association. 

1 disagree with the statement that the 
lengthening of the platforms in any material 
degree will have the effect claimed," he said. 
“Out of a number of projects for incréasing 
the operating capacity, of the loop there 
seems to be only one on which the elevated 
interests 60 far heard from agree in whole 
or in part, and, strange to say, that involves 
one of the most absurd fallacies of engineer- 
ing and operation that has ever gained cre- 
dence—namely: to load two trains at the 
same station at the same time. 

„My investigation shows, from the actual 
observation of 2,410 trains as now operated 
on the loop that less than. 31 per cent of the 
total number arrive at the stations to load 
in the double unit order. Further, only 11 
per cent afrive in time to catch up. Of this 
11 per cent part of them have merely caught 
up and have not actually waited for the train 
ahead to clear. 


Less Than 1 Per Cent Gain. 
„Under these conditions the most favora- 
ble assumptions possible to make—on theory 
alone - would give an increased capacity of 
only 6 per cent. With the same conditions 
under all unfavorable assumptions which are 
likely to happen, the per cent is reduced to 


ess than three-tenths of 1 per cent. There 


is no more reason for having platforms to 
load two trains at the same station at the 
same time with two roads using the same 
track than there is if only one road used it. 

‘“Somhe say the city should not hold the 
matter of platform extension as a club any | 
longer to bring the companies into line.

TIED UP BY FREIGHT EMBARGO’ 


S. P. Hostler Accuses Roads Which 
Have Chicago Terminals. 


LASTS FOR SIX WEEKS. 


Says Threat to Notify Interstate Board 
Brought Him One Car of Coal. 


A practical embargo against freignt has 
been enforced by nearly every railroad run- 
ning into Chicago owing to weather condi- 
tions for the last six weeks, according to 
Sidney P: Hostler, president of the Hostler 
Coal and Coke company. 

Mr. Hostler said yesterday that he nad been 
obliged to threaten an appeal to the inter- 
state commerce commission in order to ob- 
tain a, single carload of coal from the Chitago 
and Alton road. Railroad officials admit that 
up to within two days ago there have been 
as high as 1,000 cars of freight consigned to 
western roads which the latter were unabie 
to accept. 

While traffic managers of Chicago lines 
assert that freight is being cleared up and 
conditions becoming normal, they admit that 
another severe snowstorm would completely 
tie up freight traffic on some roads; and that 
after two days of snow not a Wheel would 
turn on a freight train out of here. 


> Tella of Lines in Alleged Embargo.

DAGGER IN HRART, LAST WILL | 


Moses Harman Dies in Los Ange- 
les at the Age of Nearly 80. 


FEARED A LIVING BURIAL. 


Bedy to Be Wrapped: in Shreud and 
Covered by Evergreens. 


Moses Harman, one of the pioneers of the 
eugenics movement in America, died yes- 
terday in Los Angeles, Cal., in his Soth 
year. For years he was conspicuous in Chi- 
cago, and, in fact, he was a national figure 

He was sent to the penitentiary twice be- 
cause articles he published in his magazine, 
Lucifer, were held to be improper to be sent 
through the mails. 

Hafman’s will is known by his friends and 
relatives to contain unusual features. 


Leaves Freak Will. 

It provides for his burial, imposing these 
conditions: 

His body shall be kept three days after death 
before the burial. 

No coffin shall be used; the body shall be 
wrapped in a sheet or other form of shrond, 

A dagger shall be driven through the heart, 
when the body has been lowered into the earth, 
to prevent burial alive, which Harman long 
feared, 

Evergreen boughs then shall be spread over 
the body and earth heaped over that to All the 
grave. 

The reasons for the unusual provisions 
were disclosed hy friends of Harman. His 
fear of being buried alive dictated the in- 
junction that a dagger pierce the heart be- 
fore the body was left in the grave. The 
provision that a coffin be dispensed with and 
a mere shroud substituted was due to Har- 
man's wish that he return to mother earth 
whence he sprang as quickly as possible 
The burial will be in the west. 


Believed Wife Own Mistress. 

' Harman's beliefs and teachings which led 
him into conflict with the views of the pos- 
tal authorities had for their ideal the rearing 
of better children. He believed a woman was 
her own mistress. This belief was shared by 
many, including not a few ministers whoa 
greeted him at a reception given him when 
he was released from the penitentiary, ta 
which he was setitenced when living in Chi- 
cago four years ago, 

After his release from the penitentiary 
Harman changed the name of his paper from 
Lucifer to the American Journal of Eu- 
géenica Subsequently he changed its place 
of publication ch. thea to Los Angeles.

They do not agree as to increased 
consumption and they do not agree as to its 
effect on prices, but there is no doubt that 
more money is going for fish and vegetabies 
than ever before. It even is reported that 
this demand is so unprecedented that the 
Booth Fisheries company is rushing all its 
fish to market instead of putting a consider- 
able proportion in cold storage. W. N. 
Payne, an official of the company, admits 
the fact that they are putting no fish in stor- 
age, but declares that this is due to the new 
policy of the company rather than to the 
meat boycott. : 


Markets Fish as Caught. 


“The old Booth company used to fill its 
storage houses in winter, then buy up the 
Spring fish, get under the market, and at- 
tempt to hold prices,“ he said. “ Experience 
showed this often to be a costly proceeding, 
and shrinkage and deterioration took all the

Stock Growers Grow Own Feed. 


“Live stock producers says*that the high 
price of feed largely offsets the gain made in 
the price of live stock, but they forget that 
most of them raise their own feed, and when 
they do have to buy hay and grain they do 
not come to the city man for it, but buy it 
from the farmers. Who gets the benefit? 
„Another thing, much of the stock market- 
ed at Chicago is bought from farmers by 
country shippers who make it a business to 
buy and ship stock here and raise little stock 
th These shippers have paid, with- 
in the last few days, as high as $8 to $8.40 
a hundred pounds for hogs in the country. 
When did the farmer ever get such prices 
for his hogs before this year? * 
“Farmers say their land has greatly in- 
creased in value, they have more money in- 
vested, and they should receive larger re- 
turns. All that is true, but how many city 
men are having their income increased in 
proportion to their expenses or amount of 
capital invested in their business? 

“City merchants have to pay more for 
their merchandise, and, although they charge 
more for the goods handled, they do not get 
a larger ratio of profit. A man who is at 
the head of a certain department in one of 
the largest mercantile houses in this city and 
is president of one of our public Institutions 
told me the other day that his salary was 
the same now as it was ten years ago, when 
he was appointed head of the department. 
The salary regarded as an excellent one 
ten years ago, but it is almost insignificant 
now. 


Farmers Hold Crops for Profits. 


Not many years ago farmers were obliged 

to market their crops soon after harvest in 

order to pay to banks the money they had 

borrowed during seeding season. How many 

of thém have to do that now and how many 

more farmers still have a large share of their 

wheat in their cribs waiting for prices to go 

higher? A canvases will show that most of 

the farmers last season marketed their crops 

when they though prices were satisfactory, 
and that many of them are still holding 

grain, hay, or other feed, waiting for an ad- 

vancing market. 

“Owing to the extensive market reports 

published in daily newspapers and the nu- 
merous trade bulletins sent into the country 

each day the farmer is enabled to follow the 

market price of his products more closely 

than ever before, and he has been educated 

to ship his stock at the most opportune time. 

Even weather maps, indicating when a storm 

is expected or when severe changes in tem- 
perature are likely to occur, are watched by 

the farmer, who ask# more or less money 
for whatever he to sell according to what 
the forecast leads to expect. 

“A man told me that when he left a cer- 
tain county in Wisconsin twenty-five years 
ago the farmers were farming with oxen. 
Now they have steam plows. There are more 
automobiles in that community now than 
there were horses and buggies then. Farm- 
ers coming to market with live stock tell 
of visits made to the old country, the frst 
they have been able to afford in years. 

“If the farmer has not prospered in the 
last ten years, at least, there are many peo- 
ple who would like to be shown why.

Neely and Wiliam T. Underwood as coun- 
sel for the convicted inspector.

It is said there was a difference of opin- 
ion among counsel concerning the grounds 
on which to base appeal to the Supreme 
court for a new trial. Aga resuit Attorneys 
Neely and Underwood withdrew some time 
since and the case is being handied entirely 
by Col. Lewis, 


Legal Steps Following Sentence. 

Immediately after sentence is pronounced 
Col. James Hamilton Lewis, attorney for 
McCann, will ask Justice Orrin N. Carter of 
the state Supreme court to supersede the 
judgment of the trial court and allow Me- 
Cann freedom on bond pending the hearing 
before à full bench of the application for 
a new trial. 

A motion to this effect was filed by Attor- 
ney Lewis om Saturday. It asks that Jus- 
tice Carter grant a certificate of reasonable 
doubt as to the validity of McCann's convie- 
tion, and upon that certificate to allow him 
to give bond pending the settlement of his 
case in the higher court. 

Judge Barnes, before pronouncing sen- 
tence on McCann, will make a formal ruling 
denying the motion to arrest judgment en- 
tered by the defense at the time Judge 
Barnes overruled the motion for a new trial. 


Reason for the Postponement. 

The decision on this motion to arrest judg- 
ment hes been postponed to this time by 
agreement of counsel for MeCann and 
State’s Attorney Wayman in order to allow 
the defense to complete its record for the 
Supreme court appeal. 

It is possible Justice Carter may refuse 
the appeal of McCann and refuse him bail. 
In that case the convicted inspector will have 
to go to jail. 

If Justice Carter finds there is a reason- 
able doubt as to the validity of McCann’s 
conviction it is said Mr. Wayman will con- 
sent to the same bond being arranged for 
the former inspector that he is now held 
under.

Two Slaughtering Plants Are 


Found by Inspectors for 
State Commission.

KILL DISCARDED BEASTS. 


Portion of the Meat Goes to the 
Cheap Restaurants and Free 
lunch Saloons. 


The discovery that horses are being butch- 
éred in Cook county for human food has led 
to a series of investigations on the part of the 
Illincig state food commission to discover 
where the meat is sold. In spite of the claim 
of the horse killers that their product is ex- 
ported to Copenhagen, Denmark, Inspector 
Frank J. Hoey of the commission gives his 
opinion in an official réport just made that 
part of the horse meat at least is sold to 
cheap restaurants and free lunch saloons in 
Chicago. 

The investigation resulted in the discovery 
pe two horse slaughter houses, one of which 
was in operation yesterday when visited by 
Inspector Hoey and Harrison Kennicott and 
a reporter of THE TRIBUNE. The proprietor 
made no pretense that he was bptchering 


anything but horses, but insisted the meat 


was for circuses and for export. Thirty bar- 
fels of cured and salted horse meat were 
found at his place. : 


Sausage Casings a By-Product. 
The horse packing plant which was found 
In operation is on the line of the Joliet and 
electric railway, one mile west of 


the city limits at Archer avenue. It is oper- 


ated by Charies Beigel and, according to his 
statement, kills fifteen horses a week. 

The other plant had been operated by Wal- 
ter Johanese and was five miles west of Dun- 
ming. It had been abandoned when visited 
yesterday, and the proprietor had moved to 
@ new location on the Desplaines river. 

Sausage casings made from horses were 
found at the Beige! plant. The proprietor in- 
Bisted they, too, were exported to Denmark, 
but Johanese said horse killers frequently 

of the casings to a sausagemaker’s 
supply house in Chicago. 

Beigel admitted he furnished horse meat to 
bis neighbors, farmers living outside of the 
city limits, but said he did not accept any 
pay for it. He boasted that he had never 
turned a poor person away empty handed. 


Saloons and Restaurants Supplied. 


The food inspector based his statement that 
orse meat was being delivered to cheap 


restaurants and saloons upon observations 
made by himself during a score of trips to 
the vicinity of the horse packing house and 


upon the evidence of persons with whom he 
talked during these trips. A delivery wagon 


from the horse packing house made frequent 


visits to saloons on the west side, he said. 


He secured evidence that the wagon also | 


made trips to a boarding house neighborhood

WRONG MAN BADLY BEATEN. 


Police Reseue Him With Difficulty 
From Crowd.

A quarrel at the Folly theater last night be- 
tween a negro patron and an usher over a 
seat ticket precipitated a race war that threw 
the audience into a panic and ended in an at- 
tempt at lynching on the part of an infuriated 
mob of men and boys. 

After the police-had broken up the riot it 
was discovered by the leaders of the mob that 
the man they attacked was not the one who 
had quarreled with the usher. The victim, 
whose name is William Bailey, was mistaken 
in the half light of the gallery for the of- 
fender. 

Bailey escaped with his life, thanks to the 
active clubs of a dozen policemen, but before 
he was rescued the mob had cut his head 
open and so severely trampled; him that he 
lies painfully injured at the Chicago Emer- 
gency hospital. 

In the scramble to get out of the theater 
after the trouble started several women 
fainted and the clothes of mang persons 
were torn by the angry men and boys who 
were trying to reach the negro. When the 
police arrived the air was filled with cries 
ot Lynch him! and Martin McTigue, the 
policeman regularly on the beat, said that 
if assistance pee not reached him just when 
it did it woul 


Negro Ousted from Theater. 


The quarrel over the seat tickef occurred 
early in the evening, and as a result the negro 
who started it was put out of the house by 
Policemen Loftis and McCarthy,’ who were 
called in by the manager. As the show pro- 
gressed someone ip the gallery whispered 
that he had returned, at the same time point- 
ing out Bailey. 

Between the acts a number of men went to 
the lobby and there, according to witnesses, 
plans were laid to mob him as soon as the 
show was over. When the curtain fell on the 
last act a few of the ringleaders made arush 
for Balley, who had started to leave the build- 
ing, and from that instant riot and uproar 
filled the theater. 

Persons downstairs thought a fire had 
burst out in the gallery, and there was a 
scramble to reach the doors. Just as the 
downstairs crowd reached the main entrance 
a howling mob from the gallery, with Bailey 
in its center, surged down the stairs. In the 
mixup that followed lights were smashed out 
and cries for a rope were heard above the 
din. 


Policeman Calls for Help. 


Policeman McTigue, who was traveling his 
beat on the opposite side of the street, ran 
to the negro’s assistance. He charged into

When the patrol wagon arrived the mob, 
which by that time had been swollen by the 
street crowds, had carried the negro nearly 
a block north in Btate street to the elevated 
loop station. At that point an effort was 
made to get the victim up the station steps.

CHARGES SENATOR TOOK BRIBE 


Colleague in New York Upper 
House Is Accuser of Allds. 


SAYS HE DEMANDED CASH. 


Declares Money Was Passed in Capitol 
Building at Albany. 


Albany. N. Y., Jan. 30.—[Special.}—State 
Senator Jotham P. Allds of Norwich, Cne- 
nango county, the president pro tem. of the 
state senate and Republican leader of that 
branch of the legislature, is charged tonight 
with having received a bribe of $1,000 while 
a member of the assembly on-April 23, 1901, 
for not pressing to passage certain legisla- 
tion. The charge is made by Senator Benn 
Conger, also a Republican. 

In his sworn charge Senator Conger says 
the bribery in question was initiated by Sen- 
ator Allds and that he demanded the $1,000, 
instead of the bridge manufacturing com- 
panies who paid it seeking out Senator Allds 
to buy him off from doing hig duty. It is 
inferred that Senator Conger thus justifies 

his position in this controversy, in that he 


panies had not taken the initiative but had 
paid up because they considered it strike 
legislation and — to give up the money or 
suffer the conseg 


Says He Saw Money Passed. 

Senator Conger declares that Senator Allds 
received and accepted $1,000 in his (Conger’s) 
presence in the capitol building. Senator 
Conger has told his friends that he saw a 
man pay Senator Alids this $1,000 and that 
the man is living. Senator Conger swears 
he knows this charge to be true of his own 
knowledge. 

At the outset some of the senators who 
heard Senator Conger discussing the bribery 
charges were led.to believe that it was Conger 
himself who paid Allds the money. Senator 
Conger, however, has made it plain that he 
saw a man pay Senator Alide this money. 
| This man’s name has been carefully with- 
held by Senator Conger... It cannot long be 
‘kept secret. It must be brought out in the 
investigation. 


Says Bribe Was Demanded. 
Senator Conger’s charges are: 


** First—That Jotham P. Allds, on or about 
the twenty-third day of April, 1901, While a

Budget Committee Against River and

Washington, D. C., Jan. 30.—[{Special.}—The 
senate budget committee bas set its face 
against a river and harbor bill at this session 
of congress. 

That such a measure will pass the house 
without difficulty is unquestioned. A differ- 
ent situation prevaile in the senate on ac- 
count of the condition of the treasury and 
the desire of senators to reduce expenditures 
as much as possible. However, should the 
house bill reach the senate promptiy a de- 
termined effort will be made by the advocates 
of waterway improvements to force its pas- 
sage. 

Senator Boles Penrose of Pennsylvania 
voiced the anti-waterway sentiment today 
in explaining the origin of rumors regarding 
the river and harbor bill. 

It is the opinion of such leaders as Sena- 
tors Hale and Aldrich that it would be folly 
to pase a river and harbor bill carrying $365, - 
000,000 or $40,000,000, in view of the present 
condition of the treasury,” said Penrose.

Claims of American Explorer, 
Wilkes, Always Have Been 
Disputed. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 30.—[Special.]— 
President Taft may send to congress u special 
message recommending an appropriation to 
pay the expenses of an exploring expedition 
into the antarctic regions. | 

So far as can be ascertained the purpose of 
the administration is not to attempt to rival 
the expedition under Lieut. Robert Shackle- 
ton of the English navy, which will make an- 
other effort to reach the south pole. If any- 
thing of this kind be proposed, probably the 
United States would be disinclined to have 


tain to arouse resentment among the English. 

The main object of the American expedition 
will be to relocate the land which was chart- 
ed by Lieut. Charles Wilkes of the American 
navy; who was sent to the antarctic under un 
act of congress passed in 1836. The work 
of Wilkes has been attacked by succeeding 
explorers, and even Lieut. Shackletoh seems 
to have cast dpubt upon the correctness of 
the American’ s conclusions. 


Seek Ship of Peary. 

The first move, If congress approves of the 
expedition, will be to get vessels in which 
the trip can be made. Rear Admiral Pills- 
bury has been endeavoring to get the 
Roosevelt, the ship used by Commander 
Peary in his north pole expedition, and has 
obtained a promise that the government can 
have it for the purposes of the expedition. 

It has not been determined who will com- 


mander Peary regards his work as a polar 
explorer ended. He is advising, the navy de- 
partment as to the proposed antaretic expe- 
dition, and his suggestions are valuable be- 
cause of his experience, and unquestionably 
will be adopted. 

The Wilkes expedition, whose track will 
be followed, sailed from the Chesapeake 
capes under the command of Lieut, Wilkes 
on Aug. 19, 1838. 


Expedition Goes Far South. 

The first land discovered below the ant- 
arctic circle was in longitude 160 degrees 
east and latitude 66 degrees, 30 seconds 
south. 

Upon his return to the United States, 
Wilkes prepared a chart showing the charac- 
ter of land he had discovered. He gave a 
copy of the chart to Capt. Ross, the great 
British navigator, who expressed surprise 
that an officer of the American navy should 
have chosen to follow the route he had se- 
lected, knowing that an expedition was being 
prepared under his command to make a 
southward exploration. Ross also declared 
he had sailed over a clear sea, where the 
Wilkes chart laid down mountainous land. 
Wilkes replied by @eclafing the second charge 
was false.

At a conference to be held in Springfield 
tonight it will be determined whether fhe 
administration representatives can stand for 
the Hamilton bill with the Murray amend- 
ments. The opinion prevails among many of 
the Chicago members that the outcome of 
the conferehce will be to get every obtainable 
vote for the bill on third reading tomorrow. 

The Democratic members from Cook coun- 
ty who are in touch with the party organiza- 
tion will start for the state capital prepared 
to vote for the amended bill, so that if the 
administration legislators accept the meis- 
ure it stands an excellent chance of passage.

Washington, D. C., Jan. 30.— [Special. 
The corporations of the United States have 
begun a campaign to obtain the annulment 
of that section of the corporation tax law 
making their assessments public records 
and open to inspection as such.”’

TYPHOID PLOT POSSIBLE. 


Dr. Hektoen Says Germs Might 


Be Introduced Into Body 


of Human Being.

With the arrival in Chicago today of At- 
torney John G. Paxton, executor of the es- 
tate of Col. Thomas H. Swope, will be made 
known the report of Profs. L. Hektoen and 
W. 8. Haines, the chemists employed to ex- 
amine the organs of the late Kansas City 
millionaire and his nephew, Chrisman 
Swope, for traces of poison. 

Both chemists declined to state yesterday 


what the investigation so far has disclosed. . 


They said their work had not been completed 
and that the terms of their employment by 
the executor of the estate bound them to re- 
port their findings to him before making 
them public. Mr. Paxton, accompanied by 
Henry L. Jost, first assistant prosecuting 
attorney; Coroner B. F. Zwart, and Attorney 
J. B. Reed, is coming to Chicago for a con- 
ference with the chemigts,. . 

Prof. Hektoen said that, so far as he knew, 
there had been no direct evidence on which 
to base the theory an attempt had been made 
to exterminate the children of Logan 0. 
Bwope, Col. Swope’s brother. He added that 
it would be. impossible for medical men to 
prove by other than direct evidence that 
the typhoid fever which attacked the mem- 
bers of the Swope family had been artificially 
administered. 


Typhoid Poisoning Is Easy. 

“It would be a comparatively easy mat- 
ter for any person to introduce typhoid fever 
germs into the body of another,” said Prof. 
Hektoen, but it would be scientifically im- 
possible to determine, on medical evidence 
alone, that such a thing had been done.“ 

Asked how a man bent on destroying an- 
other by the use cf ‘such germs would go 
about the task, Prof. Hektoen replied that 
the probable method would be to put the 
germs in the food or drink of the one whose 
inoculation was desired. 

“A typhoid feyer germ, if kept in a test 
tube, will live several weeks, perhaps 
months,” he said. “To get them into the 
body of another they could be placed on a 
piece of gellatine and mixed with food, or 


dropped in a glass cf milk. Their presence’ 


there could not be detected, and their viru- 
lence would not be lessened by the transfer. 

Prof. Hextoen said it would be useless to 
contemplate the typhoid epidemic in the 
Swope family from a criminal standpoint 
unless it were known in advance that wit- 
nesses could be found who had seen the 
germs administered, or adduce circumetan- 
tial evidence to that effect. Medical men, he 


said, would have no way of determining from 


the germs themselves or the effects of them 
how they came to be in the body.

gave emotional satisfaction to the’ mother 
at the child’s expense.”

fact that the French president may possibly find dur- 


ing his stay in Switzerland an opportunity of meeting 


Emperor William, who has accepted an invitation to at- 
tend the grand maneuvers of the Swiss army at the 
beginning 6f September. A meeting between the em- 
peror and the French president, especially on neutral 


territory, such as Switzerland, could not but con- 
tribute to friendlier feeling between Germany and 
France. Several endeavors have been made in the 
last few years to bring about such an interview, which 


now apparently are about to be brought to a success- 


ful issue. Certain it is that Switzerland would be a 


much more appropriate place for such a meeting than 
Monte Carlo, which occasionally has “been suggested 


for the purpose. 


Count Alexandre de Talleyrand-Perigord, who ar- 
rived yesterday in the United States, according to some, 


on matriménial projects intent, is a nephew of Mau- 
rice Marquis de Talleyrand-Perigord and Duc de Dino. 


Count Alexandre is not; however, like his uncle, a 
Frenchman, but is a Prussian citizen. He holds a 
commission as leutenant in the Sixth regiment. of 


“Prussian hussars, having followed in this respect the 


example of his father, Count Archibald de, Talleyrand- 
Perigord, who is a colonel of Prussian cavalry, and 
fought on the German side in the war of 1870, much 
to the disgust of his brother, the Duc de Dino. The 
latter, who fought on the French side during the war, 
and was gazetted to a knighthood of the Legion dt 
Honor for conspicuous gallantry under fire, declined 
to accept the distinction on the plea that he had a 
brother in the ranks of the enemy, and that he would 
be perfectly satisfied if his own record could be held 
to obliterate the disgrace to the family brought upon 
it in France by Count Archibald’s conduct. 

Both the Duc de Dino and Count Archibald are 
grandsons of Edmond de Talleyrand, nephew. of the 
great Talleyrand, and Duc de Dino, and of his wife, 
the famous Duchesse de Dino, who did the honors for 
her husband's uncle, the celebrated statesman, through- 
out the last quarter of a century of his life, was his 
most devoted confidante and counselor, and whose in- 
teresting memoirs and correspondence have been ap- 
pearing in the last year on both sides of the Atlantic. 
On her demise the dukedom de Dine passed, by the 
sanction of the Neapolitan crown, to her younger son, 
Alexandre, of whom the present Duc de Dino and Count 
Archibald de ee are the sons. 


The reason ‘Count. Archibald became a Prussian citi- 
zen was due to the fact that he had inherited the Ger- 
man property: of his grandmother, the first Duchess de 
Dino, who was by birth a Princess de Courland and 
of Sagan. The duchess’ elder sen, Louis, inherited her 
Sagan property, which passed to his son, the present 
Duc de Talleyrand-Perigord and of Sagan; while her 
remaining estates in Germany went to her younger 
son, Alexandre Duc de Dino. The late Duc de Dino, in 
turn, left the German estates which he had inherited 
from his mother to his younger son, Archibald, his 
elder son, Maurice, inheriting his property in France. 

Young Count Alexandre de Talleyrand-Perigord,. now 
here, may be said to have American relatives in the 
two divorced wives of his father’s elder brother, the 
present Duc de Dino. One of them still bears the name 
of Marquise de Talleyrand-Perigord, and was Miss 
Elizabeth Curtis. The ‘other has dropped her former 
title of Duchesse de Dino, and is now known as Mrs. 
Adele Sampson Livingston. Both are New York women,

Either because of 
an increase in rowdyism or a more stringent 
application of the rules by umpires, 119 men were 
banished from the field and eighteen of them were 
suspended by Presidents Heydier and Pulliam. 

In 1908 the arbitrators ordered ninety-four play- 
ers to the clubhouses, and in 1007 ousted 112. The

Wallek farm hill, a mile and a half west of

The crest of the hill was in ideal condition, 
but when the skiers reached the pit consid- 


erable trouble was encountered, most of the 


‘contestants falling hard, and in two in- 
stances entrants were so badly injured after 
their first leaps that they were forced to 
withdraw from the competition. The recent 
snow gathered at the bottom of the slide 
and could not be packed so as to permit a 
safe landing. Several other ekiers were 
bruised, deep scratches resulting from the 
treacherous conditions. 


Record Jump Proves Costly. 

Terje Jensen in the first trial jump of the 
Norge cup contest leaped 100 feet, shattering 
the previous recopd, held by Andrew 
Schancke, by twenty-five feet. As Jensen 
left the bump he secured an almost perfect 
catriage, but when he hit the landing, establishing 
the new. mark, his skis slipped and he tumbled 
in a mass in the pit. He was unable to get up, 
owing to a seriously wrenched leg, and was 
forced out of the event. Old time skiers eved 
that if Jensen had secured a perfect ng he 
would heve added a few more fest to his mark 
later. 

Schancke, the state title holder, was so severely 
shaken on his first attempt that he lost all courage 
in his succeeding trials, failing even to equal his 
work of last year. However, stuck it 
out in spite of the pain and secured third place 
in the main cup event.

In the main cup event, which consisted of two 
ordinary jumps, Arnold Olson of Duluth carried off 
the prize with 202 points, Alfred Nelson, Stoughton, 
Wis., was second with 198; Andrew Schancke, 
Norge third, 198; Ed Anderson Norge, fourth, 169; 
Harold Smedvik, fifth, 165, and Ludvig Kristofer- 
sen, Racine, Wis., sixth, 167. 

In the club contest for a gold medal EA Anderson 
of the Norge club secured the first prise with 241 
points. His nearest rival was more than fifty points 
behind him. 

In the special contest for outside entrants Arnold 
Olson annexed another first place by winning the 
event easily. No score was marked in this contest, 
the judges deciding the event simply on the form 
shown by the entrants. In both of his leaps Olson 
managed to lend squarely on his feet and held his 
balance. This was the only time during the tourna- 
ment that a contestant did this trick in two con- 
secutive leaps. ° — 8 

Ludvig Kristofersen won the single long stand 
ing jump. He leaped 102 feet. Olson in the same 
event leaped 108 feet, but lost out because the con- 
clusion of his attempt was a spread over the entire 
pit of the hill. Kristofersen ae he whizzed through 
the air maintained an almost perfect carriage and 
this won for him the event.

It is a new fungous dis- 
affecting many plants that can be made 
immune by proper treatment. This disease 
is general and is causing much trouble, espe- 
cially. where alfalfa newly has been intro- 
duced. . 

** Bokhara, or white sweet clover, has long 
been considered a pest, but I am convinced 
it has valuable properties if we learn how to 
utilize them. Its hardiness, adaptability, and 
growing power under adverse conditions are 
well known, but it is not easy to convince 
the dceptical that it has any kind of value, or 
that any improvement could possibly make 
sweet clover oneof the most important of our 
forage crops. The fact is that sweet clover 
is one of the most valuable things we have. if 
we can only solve the problem of diverting 
ts notable qualities to a useful purpose If 
we can make it palatable to live stock, and 
at the same time retain its hardiness and per- 
sistency, it will become of vast value. 

“Sweet clover is a weed extractor and 
nitrogen gatherer. Hay made from it, after 
being salted and allowed to stand a fear, has 
been fed to lambs on my Wyoming farm with 
good results. 


Sweet Clover Great Fertilizer. 
“My experience with sweet clover dates 
back twenty years, and the results achieved 


planted twenty acres with it. I have two 
varieties and am seeking means to improve 
them. When preparing to plant the experi- 
mental fields it was amusing to find that the 
white cloved seer we purchased was adulter- 
ated with alfalfa. 
ft is doubtful if there is any plant with 

a fertilizing power higher than that of sweet 
clover. Soi} from land where sweet clover has 
grown is useful for inoculation with nitrogen 
gathering bacteria where alfalfa is to be 
seeded. I have become so impressed with the 
value of sweet clover that I have taken up 
the task of improving it and making it of 
general, practical value. The main thing to 
be done is to eliminate the bitter-sweet prin- 
ciple, called cumarin, that prevents live stock 
from eating it. So far as I am informed, 
sweet clover first came into use as a forage 
plant in Mississippi and other parts of the 
south. Then reports came from Utah that 
sweet clover had been baled and used for 
stock food. In 1908 I found that the owner 
ot᷑ a. place in the Big Horn Basin of Wyoming, 
one of the best developed ranches in the west, 
had planted a large area to sweet clover and 
had gained food results with the hap. 

** When I planted four acres to sweet clover 

triends told me I was likely to be mobbed 

r spreading a pest. It was planted late and 
there was no harvest the first year. The sec- 
ond year the head of the live stock depart- 
ment failed to carry out directions to feed 
the bay, so he sweet clover stacks perfumed 
the air all through the winter and the fol 
lowing summer. Certain rules must be ob- 
served in feeding, but we found that lambs 
could be fattened with it almost ak well as 
with alfalfa. In addition to this Ihave been 
working with field peas and other forage 
plants.

Buffum Leader in Experiments. 

Prof: Buffum is a leader among the few 
men who are devoting their entire attention 
to improving farm producis in a practical 
way. He is the author of “ Arid Agricul- 
ture,“ and has been in agricultural work for 
more than twenty years. For fifteen years 
he was engaged in scientific work at the 
Wyoming university and experiment station. 
For ten years he was professor of horticul- 
ture and irrigation in ming. and he also 
held a similar position in the Colorado Ag- 
ricultural college. 

The ideas of Prof. Buffum and similar 
workers mark a reversal of the old plan of 
using unmarketable stuff for seed. Under 
the new system the farmer uses the best seed 
that the practical scientist can furnish. The 
value of this plan has been demonstrated by 
the progress made with corn at the Uni- 
versity of Illinois, and with other grains at 
different places. 

Earlier operators in the field of seed breed- 
ing made bold departures from established 
theories. 

“I never made any real. progress in my 
work until I broke away from a lot that 

e scientists had taught me,” said Prof. 

uffum. I think some of the laws put be- 
fore students to govern their attempts in 
plant breeding have been anything but help- 
ful.”

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RAILROADS IN STONE GRAFT? 


Commerce Commission Investi- 
gates Indiana Quarries. 


JOHN R. WALSH IS NAMED. 


Charge of Juggling of Rates Is Made 
Against Four Lines. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 30.—[Special.J— 
Another prosecution under the committee 
clause of the Hepburn regulation act is con- 
templated by the interstate commerce com- 
mission. The commission hag been conduct- 
ing an investigation into the relationship 
that is said to exist between certain stone 
quarries, two smal) railways in Indiana, and 
several large railways doing an interstate 
business with all parts of the country. 

It is declared that.the investigation has 
developed an amazing and intricate inter- 
ownership among the railways and the quar- 
ries which permits a certain group of Bedford 
quarries, the stone from which is used largely 
throughout the United States in the erection 
of public buildings, office buildings, and sim- 
ilar structures, to supply a large percentage 
of stone quarried in Indiana and freeze out 
many competitors. 


Four Roads Are Under Fire. 


The originating carriers now under inves- 
tigation are the Bedford Stone railway, Bed- 
ford and Walner railway, Chicago, Indian- 
apolis and Louisville, and the Southern In- 
diana railway. Under the testlmony already 
taken, it is declared, the railroads originating 
stone shipments in this territory, in addi- 
tion to receiving a 5 cent bonus on every 
100 pounds shipped, receive 20 per cent of the 
balance of the joint rates to the trunk line 
territory. This division is given regardless 
of the length of haul of the initial read. 

John R. Walsh Is Involved. 

It is charged that officials of the Bedford 
Stone railway tried to conceal from the com- 
mittee the facts regarding the ownership of 
the road. 

The Chicago, Indianapolis and Louisville 
railway, extending from Chicago to Louis- 
ville, Ky., and whose connections reach the 
Indiana stone quarries, also is involved in the 
investigation. 

According to the testimony taken the 
Southern Indiana railway, the Bedford Belt 
railway and the Bedford quarries are closely 
allied properties. So far, it is said, it has 
been impossible todetermine the relationship 
between them, owing to the fact that this 
relationship is based on individual ownership 
of portions of the stock of each by John R.

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MOVEMENT LARGE. 
Coarse Grains Show Small Losses; Hog 
Products on Down Grade. 


PRIMARY 


When will the cumulative effect of con- 
tinued large primary receipts begin to be an 
oppressive. factor in the wheat trade? is the 
question that now most closely concerns 
traders in thet cereal. For several weeks 
past the run at the leading western points 
has been practically double the quantity re- 
ceived during the same time a year ago, yet 
there has been no appreciable effect shown 
on cash premiums in any direction and stocks 
do not show any material increases. The / 
theory that supplies in the country were light 
has been given a bad jolt by the compara- 
tively heavy movement to distributing points, 
and while there have been numerous claims 
thet country offerings were beginning to 
@windle there has been no evidence of this 
in the receipts. 


Visible Supply Stocks Light. 

The visible supply of wheat is now with 
the ordinary period of heavy receipts ver 
only 26,365,000 bu, compared to 46,875,000 vu 
a year ago. Local stocks at Chicago are 
decreasing, and the bulk of the wheat held 
here is pwned by Waterman, who took it in 
on delivery on December contracts, and who 
is not pressing it for sale. Minor lines of 
cash wheat have been practically all sold 
and premiums, instead of declining, show 
@. distinct tendency to harden. Mills son- 
tinue to order out wheat from termina! 
points and want prompt shipment, which 
is. in many instances impossible owing to 
the railroad conditions. In the southwes* 
as well as in the spring wheat country ar- 
rivals are enormous compared to a year ago. 
but in the face of this movement cash prices 
worked up to about the highest level vr the 
season. Mills are doing an excellent busincss 
for the season and flour shipments trom. 
Minneapolis are on a record breaking bas 
Consumption cf flour hes ‘apparently been 
underestimated. The significari feature of 
the milling situation is that the big mil’crs 
are booming the price of the raw material. 


: Country Mills Are Busy. 

It is stated that the country mills are 
grinding as much wheat as those at the big 
terminal points in the northwest, which in- 
cicates an enormous consumption of wheat 
every day. At the same time it is understood 
there is keen competition in the selling of 
flour and that prices are shaded materfally in 
many cases in order to effect sales. Winter 
wheat mills while not doing so well as their 
spring wheat competitors report a fair trade 
for the season. The fact remains that in all 
sections the mills seem to be able to take 
enough wheat to prevent stocks accumulat- 
ing, and in this way the millers who are 
bullish on wheat are enabled to keep the 
cash markets strong. Ordinarily millers are 
interested in depressing cash prices, but at 


to see that premiums are maintained. 

Altogether the domestic situation is a puz- 
ling one to the ordinary trader. Ordinary 
deductions which have been of value hereto- 
fore seem to be worthless, and the majority 
of speculators are much at sea. The May 
acts congested in all markets and there 
are undoubtedly, large speculative holdings. 
Chicago May is the cheapest relative future 
in the country. Cash wheat stocks here are 
controlled absolutely by two or three hold- 
ers, and there are no indications of any 
weakening in their attitude. 


Growing Crop Condition Fine: 

The condition of the growing wheat crop 
in general is excellent, but there are a few 
sections from which complaints age coming 
with increasing frequency. From this time 
on there will be numerous efforts doubtless 
to start a crop scare, and with the specula- 
tive trade becoming thoroughly accustomed 
to a high range of prices sharp rallies will 
not be unexpected. Short sellers. have no 
stocks to work on and are not inclined to 
press the bear side to any extent, as their ex- 
periences the last few months in so dolog 
have not been at all profitable. . 

The outlook abroad is for increasing Ar- 
gentine shipments and a total export mov:- 
ment that will make the situation abroad 
look bearish from the standpoint of supply 
and demand, as stocks at foreign markeis 
are now fairly large and there has been a 
steady movement for sometime. About the 
only thing bullish in the foreign situation 
is the infer or quality and short crop ot Ar- 
gebt wheat. Russia still has a big surpius 
t ake up the deficiency, and other com- 
peng countries will undoubtedly continue 
to ship freely. This leaves the bull cam- 
paign in this country almost entirely @ do- 
mestie proposition. 


Corn Bulls Less Aggressive. 

The edge has been off the bull market in 
corn the last few days without any question. 
There has been more of a disposition to take 
profits on long corn on the advances and less 
inclination to buy on the breaks. Cash prices 
have displayed a sagging tendency and the 
eastern demand has been curtailed by the 
fact that the greater part of the corn coming 
in here contains too much moisture to be ac- 
ceptable in the east. This has been a big fac- 
tor in curtailing sales to the east. 

Dryers have been enabled to buy the low 
grade corn at big discounts while shippers 
have been holding off. Moreover, the railroad 
situatiOn is loosening up tc a large extent 
and offerings from al} sections are increasing. 
It is expected local public stocks will be the 
largest in a number of years at Chicago. 
Country advices indicate that station eleva- 
tors are filled with corn which holders are un- 
able to move owing to lack of cars. There is 
also some complaint of corn deteriorating 
owing to the warmer weather. Speculatively 
the situation is less strong apparently owing 
to the decrease in the volume of country 
buying. As à result local professionals are 
again working the bear side. 


Oats Prices Are Lower. 

Oats showed moderate declines for the 
week, and there was more bear pressure than 
for some time. The chief depressing factor 
was the weakness in corn, which encouraged 
short selling by local professionals as well 
as, quite general liquidation of long hold- 
ings at times. The advices from the country 
were neither bullish or bearish, but large 
receipts are looke@ for ajlittie later“ on, as in- 
terior supplies are unquestionably large, 
and any weakness in cash corn would prob- 
ably be reflected in the oats market. Re- 
ceipts have been fair compared toe year ago, 
but there hae been a fairly satisfactory de- 
mand from the east. 

Heavy Tone in Hog Products. 

Further sharp declines were registered in 
the provisions list, sentiment being influenced 


largely by the public campaign against high 
prices. While this was effective in bringing
